The blueprint aims to help Am er­

immediate security aims In this 
apace era can be furthered only 
by

ogy. we must necessarily 
g i v e 
special—but by no means exclus­ 
ive—attention to education in sci­ 
ence and engineering,” he said. 


The 
program 
Eisenhower sent 
to the Capitol was first announced 
in detail by Secretary of Welfare 
Folsom last Dec. 30. Among other 
things, it calls for granting 10,000 
scholarships 
annually 
for 
four 
years, with emphasis on courses 
in science and mathematics.

His message mention­ 
ed no specific number of such fel­

Sen. Kennedy (D-Mass) said E i­ 
senhower should

gotten far in Congress. 
Kennedy said government

tistics show the classroom short­ 
age is still bad. He announced he 
will introduce this week a bill call­ 
ing for S I1* billion in f e d e r a l 
grants to the states for school con­ 
struction over a five-year period. 
The Eisenhower program faced 
other pitfalls. Some members of 
Congress are opposed to federal 
aid to education in any form. And 
there is a possibility the school 
segregation issue may be raised 
in connection with the program.

Last fall the word got out that 
the Internal Rev enue Serv ice was 
adding a new line to form 1040 for 
1he rep orting of job-connected trav ­ 
el ex p enses and money that tax ­ 
p ay ers sp ent on ex p ense accounts. 
i^cs Idea was to crack down on 
tax p ay ers liv ing high off ex p ense 
accounts, but failing to treat this 
ex p ense account money as income 
Putting the new line 6 (a) on 
the first page of form toto had 
one basic purpose: to bring right 
un to the front the total amount 
claimed as 
business 
ex o enses. 
That wav it could be checked 
easilv , without opening each in­ 
div idual form. 
Any one 
rep orting 
abnormally 
high ex p ense accounts would 
be 
susp ect and

There has been a rule on the 
books since 19 21 requiring that all

THE RULE doesn’t differentiate

But if the Internal Rev enue Serv ­ 
ice was going to crack down, it 
had to get a rep ort from ev ery ­ 
one..

The administration’s new budget con­ 
tains one shift of funds that has already 
aroused controversy and raises some in­ 
teresting speculations for the future.

About half of the amount is to be chan­ 
neled to the federal forest and public lands

is so desperately needed elsewhere, 
The budgetary sw itch of funds raises the 
question: If billions more are needed for 
defense, and if domestic programs are to 
be cut. can the mammoth plan of ultra- I 
high standard roads remain untouched 
Can the nation have both adequate de- j 
fens# and the luxury of 41,000 miles of lim­ 
ited access, multi-lane divided 
highways 
to drive on** 


Non-Farm Income Growing 


More than one-tlnrd of the net income of 
farmers in America now is derived from 
non-farm sources. This startling statistic 
was revealed at a recent Outlook Confer­ 
ence held by the U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture 
This is a phenomenon that is occurring 
all over the United States. Evidence that it 
is the low income and marginal farmers 
who receive the major share of non-farm 
income was also produced at the confer­ 
ence. 
The 2 million medium to high produc­ 
tion farms 
(those with annual sales of 
$2,500 or more) received an average of 
about one-fourth of their total family in­ 
come fiom off-farm sources in 1956. 
The 


low production farms, numbering 2.7 mil­ 
lion, derived three-fourths of their income 
from non-farm sources. 
Two facts were also brought out at the 
conference: 
Those in agriculture with low incomes 
ar<‘ supplementing farm incomes by more 
off-farm employment to remain in farm­ 
ing even though total 
income 
may 
still 
provide only a low standard of living. 
And the number of low-production farms 
is declining. Apparently many of t h e s e 
farmers found that devoting all their 
la­ 
bors to off-farm employment provides a 
larger family income than dividing their 
labors between farm and non-farm em ­ 
ployment.
